The news of the successful revolt of the 
recognition of the new republic by the 
(nited States caused the greatest. excite- 
ment on the Paris bourse and the price 0 
the canal securities, which had been fis- 
ing steadily, but slowly, under the stimu- 
lus of the heavy buying by the banking 
syndicate, jumped nearly 40 points in a 
short time. 

The syndicate had made the greatest 
speculative coup of the year. 

Then came the rush to have the treaty 
signed. It was sent to Panama on the first 
steamer and:rushed to the junta. Delay 


was inevitable and fears were entertained } 


that the treaty could not reach the coast 
again in time to catch the steamer for New 
York. 

Varilla was in New York. He saw the 
steamship people and sought to have the 
steamer held. This was refused. 

Then Varilla is alleged to have declared 
that he came by order of President Roose- 
velt. who demanded that the boat be held.

Mme. Curie. Only a few weeks ago she 
received, in conjunction with her husband, 
the Nobel prize for chemistry. Now she 
has been awarded $12,000 from the Osiris 
prise of France. 

Bhe is a Pole—her maiden name having 
been Skiodowska. 

She came to Paris to study and was soon 
remarked at the College of Sciences of 
the Sorbonné by M. Curie. He had met 
her before in the laboratory of the Munici- 
pal School of Physics and Chemistry, where 
he was in charge of the practical experi- 
ments. 

It was she who first began the researches 
on polonium and radium. A study of uranic 
radiation by M. Becquerel had led her to 
these investigations.

SIGOURNDRBY, Io., Jan. 16.—Day after day 
Mrs. Belle Lewis, charged with poisoning 
her husband, rocks to and fro in her cell 
in the county jall here and waits for the 
time of her trial. 

Her every attitude denotes calmness and 
resignation. Her face is a mask. Those 
who have seen her say she is either inno- 
cent of the terrible charge or else one of the 
most consummate actresses of her time. 

Whether she is innocent or guilty, she 
rests unruffled under the awful indictment 
of the grandjury and expresses confidence 
that her name will be cleared and that she 
will be soon allowed to go home to her 
family of seven children and begin over 
again her struggle for existence. 

Mrs. Lewis ts a slight, rather good looking 
woman of about 40 years. She has the look 
of one who is used to hardship. Her face 
bears the marks of the conflict she has 
had to wage with poverty. Her resignation 
seems more the result of a benumbing pro- 
cess than anything else. So many calam- 
ities have fallen to her lot that she has 
steeled herself against them all, and she 
meets the climax of her hard life with a 
certain stoicism born of desperation. 

Mrs. Lewis had not denied her gullt in 
any dramatic manner. She has simply 
treated the charge as preposterous and not 
to be considered, She had been married for 
over 20 years and had lived with her hus- 
band all that time in peace and harmony. 
Together they struggled to support their 
ever-increasing family and as his health 
gradually failed she more and more took 
up the burdens herself and kept the wolf 
from the door. 

And if this woman is acting a part she 
is acting it well and she may be able not 
only to deceive judge and jury, but in the 
end her own self as well. 


Evidence Is Circumstantial. 

The evidence in the case is nearly all cir- 
cumstantial, but of so strong a character 
that the grandjury brought in an indict- 
ment Thursday, Dec. 31, charging the wom- 
an with having administered’ == sufficient 
laudanum to her husband to kill him. 

Willlam H. Lewis, the husband, died Sun- 
day, Oct. 11, 1903. The circumstances of his 
demise were suspicious, and so much so 
that an inquest was held. The jury after 
examining several witnesses and hearing 
the stories told by Dr. Morgan, the attend- 
ing physician, and others brought in a 
verdict that the man came to his death 
from natural causes. 

As a precaution, however, the man’s 
stomach was retained, sealed and sent to 
the state chemist for analysis. When this 
examination is made the state hopes to 
prove that there was sufficient laudanum 
therein to cause death. The defense an- 
nounces also that it is confident laudanum 
will be found, but intimates that if such is 
the case Lewis took it himself to get away 
from ill health, poverty and misfortune: 

The prosecution has introduced cupidity 
and love for another man as motives for 
the crime. It is pointed out in the first 
place that Lewis had his life insured for 
$2000 ad that his wife would at his death 
come into this sum. Furthermore, there 
has been an attempt to show that the 
woman was infatuated with one Ira Gjas- 
burg, who worked in the neighborhood. 

Neighborhood jealousies and misunder- 
standings of several sorts figure in the case 
and Hell's Half Acre, the name given ,to 
the locality in which the alleged crime is 
said to have been committed, is on the 
whole pretty well mixed up in the affair. 
It has been hinted that certain people liv- 
ing there would reap advantage if Mrs. 
Lewis were driven from the community 
after her husband's death, and this is point- 
ed out as a motive for the prosecution. 
Factions are arrayed against each other, 
neighbors are involved in ‘the quarrel and 
the case promises to be one of the most 
bitterly fought in the history of Keokuk 
County. 


Moved to Hell’s Half Acre. . 

It is not quite a year since the Lewis 
family moved out to Hell's Half Acre. For 
six years Lewis had lived in Ottumwa, 
where he had been able to scrape together 
& pretty fair living for his large family 
by working for the Tisdale Lumber Co, 
In an ill-advised moment he was induced 
to take a small farm belonging to Frank 
rm near Butler, which he was to work 
on sharea, keeping one-half the crop for 
himself and delivering = other half to 
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causes or by poison administered by him- 
self or his wife remains for a jury to de- 
termine. 

The grandjury idicted the woman in no 
unmistakable terms. Grim and unyielding 
as fate the document reads, and she was 
arraigned before Judge W. G. Clements. of 
Newton in the courthouse here, where she 
entered a plea of not guilty. The case 
will come up the first thing in the Febru- 
ary term of court, Judge Scott of Brooklyn 
presiding. Some of the best lawyers in this 
part of the state are interested in the case 
and a great battle will follow. Will EL 
Hamilton of this city, county attorney, 
will lead the prosecution. He will be as- 
sisted by H. M. Eicher of Washington, for- 
merly assistant United States district at- 
torney, and J. P. Tally of Sigourney. 

iA. C. Steck, one of the best known crim- 
inal lawyers in Ottumwa and this end of 
the state, will conduct the defense, assisted 
by Daniel Hamilton of this <jty. 


Story of the Alleged Crime. 

According to what can be learned now, 
Lewis, who had been ailing for some time, 
came home from work the Wednesday be- 
fore he died, on Sunday, with a very bad 
headache., This was caused by a gathering 
in his head, which had been troublesome 
for some time. During an attack of this 
kind it was custom&try for him to Inject 
laudanum into the ear to soothe the pain. 
When he came to the house he asked his 
wife if there was any laudanum in the 
house. 

“No, there is not,” replied the wife. 
used the Jast the other day.” 

The man suffered all night with the pain. 
Later in the week he had to go to work. 
He gave his wife money to pay the amount 
due on his insurance policy and gave her 
X cents besides with which to get lauda- 
num for his ear. 

Mrs. Lewis went to Fremont, a town not 
far distant from the farm, and there she 
ot a postoffice money order and sent away 
the insurance remittance, and at._the same 
time purchased the laudanum at Harvey 
Hamilton's store. 

She brought the deadly drug home and it 
was placed on a high shelf along with a 
syringe used for injecting the fluid. It is 
alleged that Lewis used the drug as usual 
to quiet the pain. The interest in the case, 
however, centers on Sunday morning epi- 
sodes, for it is then that witnesses have 
endeavored to show that Mrs. Lewis ad- 
ministered the fatal medicine. 

It was brought out in the testimony that 
Lewis was feeling very sick Sunday morn- 
ing. He arose and started to build the 
fire, but was taken sick at his stomach 
and finally had to go back to bed. One wit- 
ness swears that after the man had gone 
back to his room Mrs. Lewis, in full view 
of the witness and before the children, 
mixed some medicine and toak it to her 
husband. This witness swears the woman 
closed the door when she went to give the 
drug, and insists that she poured laud- 
anum into the mixture at that time. 


Ill Luck Pursues Lewis. 

It was while he was lying sick in his 
bed that a horse he had bought on time 
was killed. Mrs.-Lewis came into the 
room and told him about the misfortune. 
Lewis groaned and turned his face to the 
wall and remarked: 

‘That's my luck.” 

From that time on the man seemed to be 
utterly dejected. He had purchased the 
horse on credit for $125. It was dead and 
he was sick in bed. And to add to his 
misery his eldest son had left home. 

The father had whipped the boy for some 
misdemeanor and the lad ran away and 
joined a circus. The father never got over 
grieving about this, and it added to his de- 
spondent mood. 

All day Lewis remained in his bed. About 
5 o'clock Mrs. Lewis and the children left 
the house to do the chores. 

Before going Mrs. Lewis went into the 
bedroom to see how her husband was get- 
ting on. He did not seem as well, and as 
she sat on the bed beside him he grasped 
her hand feverishly and held it in so tight 
& grasp that she was in pain. 
“What is the matter, Will?’ 
wife. “Are you in pain?” 
“No; I am better. I'll be all right in 
the morning,"’ was his reply. 

They went on about the chores and when 
they returned they noticed that Lewis had 
been out of bed. He was just returning to 
his bed when they entered he house. Mrs. 
Lewis went to him and spoke to him. He 
did not look her in the face. 

“I am all right,” he remarked, with his 
face to the wall. “I'll be all right in the 
1norning."’ 

tered. 

Three hours later, after Mrs. Lewis had 
hushed her littl daughter Gladys to 
sleep, she went to the rooms to retire and 
she found her husband cold and dead. 

It is contended by some that Lewis arose 
from his bed during the absence of the 
family from the house, got the bottle of 
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tongues to wagging more than ever. Some 
of the people said Mrs. Lewis did not weep 
as a woman should over the death of her 
husband. She was subjected to the closest 
scrutiny by her neighbors, who watched 
with lynx eyes for every suspicious circum- 
stance. 

“I did not cry much,” says Mrs. Lewis, 
“I could not. The blow was too great. 
Tears would not come. My husband dead, 
and that family on my hands, 1 did not 
know which way to turn.’ 

As soon as the wife discovered her hus- 
band was dead she took her son Fred, who 
is 16 years pf age, and went to arouse the 
neighbors. They ran as fast as they could 
through the night and it is brought out 
in the testimony that Mra Lewis ex- 
Claimed several times: 

“Oh, what is to become of us, now that 
father is dead?’’ 

Dr. Morgan, who made an examination 
of the remains, refused to say just what 
caused the man/s death. In fact, he was 
in doubt. Not until the stomach and its 
contents have been subjected to a chemical 
analysis can the exact cause be ascer- 
tained. 

One of the olroumstances that caused Ira 
Glasburg’s name to be linked compromis- 
ingly with Mrs. Lewis’ was the fact that 
he took her to a circus in Ottumwa. Much 
has been made of this episode, but it is 
hinted that there is little in this circum- 
stance, 

It is said that proofs will be forthcoming 
that Mr. Lewis asked Glasburg to take 
his wife to Ottumwa, as she was trying to 
find her son, Frank, who had run away. 
Lewis had made preparations to go, but 
was called away to do some work by a 
neighbor. Mrs. Lewis, it is said, went to 
Ottumwa, walked the streets all the even- 
ing in a vain endeavor to discover her son, 
and rode back home with Glasburg. 

She says she went with Glasburg with 
the full knowledge and consgnt of her hus- 
band and that Lewis requested Glasburg 
to take her. 


Missing Laudanum Bottle. 

A search has been made for the missing 
laudanum bottle, but up to this time no 
trace of it has been. discovered. It is 
thought by some that the man threw it in 
the stove and it was carried out the next 
morning in the ashes. Mrs. Lewis does 
not deny purchasing the poison and says 
it was customary for them to keep it in 
the hotise all the time. 

After her husband's death Mrs. Lewis 
sold her share of the crop for $20. This 
was all they got out of their hard sum- 
mer’s work. During the summer she did 
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the family. 
the members of the 


Ottumwa. Miss Lulu Lewis, the 20-year-old 
daughter, is keeping house for the children 
and a fraternal order has been supplying 
means to assist the family. Miss Lewis, 
whol is a pretty girl, was not at home 
when her father died, but she maintains 
that her mother is innocent. She says her 
father and mother lived together happily 
and were never known to quarrel. 

Miss Bessie Lewis, aged 13 years, has 
béen one of the chief witnesses in the case. 
The state has attempted to prove that the 
defense coached the girl to give certain 
testimony in the hearing before the grand- 
jury, but this is denied, 

Tom Lappin, a ditcher, who is well known 
in Hells Half Acre, is one of the chief wit- 
nesses for the state. Ira Glasburg has also 
been prominent in the matter. The neigh- 
borhood in which the alleged crime was 
committed has not!borne a very good repu- 
tation for a long time. It is owing to the 
many crimes committed there that the 
place has obtained such a sinister name. 
Several murder cases have come from that 
section of the county and many unsavory 
scandals have emanated therefrom. 


Mrs. Lewis Is Well Behaved. 


Mrs. Lewis has been a model prisoner 
since she has ben in the custody of Sheriff 
John Baty. She has made no trouble and 
has behaved excellently. She does not talk 
much and spends the most of her time in 
a little rocking chair. Her cell hag a clean 
rag carpet in it and she is conffortably 
fixed, thanks to the care of Mrs. Baty. 
Neighbors of Mrs. Lewis all unite in saying 
that she has been well behaved, industri- 
ous and hard-working all her life. People 
in Ottumwa testify to her good character. 
She did washing there for a number of 
families. 
a barn once in order to earn money for her 
family. Her home life was happy. so far 
as is known, and there are many who re- 
fuse to think that the idea of gaining $2000 
would tempt her to make away with her 
husband. and as to her being in love with 
anyone else, there are few who believe in 
this at all.

Brother-in-Law of H. 0. Havemeyer 
and His Former Wife May Be- | 
come Reconciled by Child 


NEW YORK, Jan. 16.—It may be that the 
first anniversary of Mrs. George Wilkes E}- 
der’s divorce will be the date of a reconcili- 
ation with her former husband. In.- the 
event of a reconciliation there will be no 
need of a remarriage if the husband's con- 
tention ts upheld by the New York courts. 
He holds that her South Dakota divorce is 
not valid. 

Mutual love for their only son is the tie 
which, it is expected, may draw the Elders 
together again.

In 1897 she left 
Mr. Elder, but longing for the compan- 
ionship of her child returned to her home, 
abandoning the idea of obtaining a divorce. 
She said she made every attempt to be 
a good wife, but that her husband had 
apparently Jist all love for her.

Prince Louis Is Cheered Some, but 
Doesn’t Prove Man French 
Government Feared. 


MAY TAKE THE FIELD IN WAR 


Says Only the Czar, His Chief, Has 
Kept the Russian and Japanese 
Armies Apart Thus Far.

PARIS, Jan. 1t.—The popular demonstra- 

tions én the arrival of Prince Louis Na- 
poleon, or Gen. Bonaparte, as his 
| friends like to call him, failed to warrant 
ithe uneasiness of the government, which 
had hastened the funeral services of his 
aunt, Princess Mathilde, in Saint Gratien'’s 
Church, in order to have it over before he 
arrived and thus ferestall a possible Bona- 
partist agitation. 

Prince Louis is a major-general of cav- 
firy in the Russian army, stationed in 
Caucasia. He was met on his way from 
St. Petersbtrg to Paris at Liege, Helgium, 
by his elier brother, Prince Napoleon, the 
head of the Bonaparte family, whe has to 
live in exile fram France becaus@he is the 
imperialist pretender (as the Duke of Or- 
leans and Gen. Bourbon of Spain are 
royalist pretenders). to the throne of 
France. 

Several hundred persons gathered at the 
Northern Railway station in Paris, where 
Prince Louis arrived, but the manifesta- 
ticns were oonfined to the waving of hats 
and to cries of “Vive Gen. Bonaparte.”’ 

The prince acknowledged the salutations 
with dignity, and hurried away with his 
relatives and intimates who went to the 
station to meet him. The Duchess of 
Aosta was unable to await the arrtval of 
her brother in Paris, but hopes to return 
from Italy in time to see him. ~ 

After the prince had made a call at the 
dead princess’s residence on Rue De Berri, 
he went to Hotel D’Albe, in. front éf which 
Police Prefect Lepine had stationed a spe. 
cial guard of police. 


How He Looks to 
French Reporters.

The Echo de Paris says the prince strik- 
ingly resembles the portrait of Napoleon I, 
which is at St. Gratien.

The Lébre Parole describes him as being 
above the average height and manly in ap- 
pearance. 

The Action speaks of: him as a rather 
tall and stout person, who might be taken 
for an ordinary, peaceful business man. 

The Figaro says the prince.is tall and 
slim and has a sad countenance. Accord- 
ing to Gil Blas, the prince has a good- 
natured smile, and is not as slender as his 
photographs in uniform would lead one to 
believe.

“I expect momentarily to be recalled to 
Russia. In that country we all expect 
war, and in case of mobilization my division 
would be among the first sent to the front. 
The whole Russian army is prepared for 
war.

“The Czar alone is steadfastly devoted 
to the cause of peace. He'is keeping the 
swords in their scabbards, and it is due to 
his attitude that hostilities have ‘not begun 
already.”’ 

Princess Mathilde’s will, it is understood, 
provides an endowment fund for the hos- 
pital she founded at Neullly. 

A pension is left to Mme. Eugene, the 
princess’ lady's maid, for © years. Count 
Primol!i Inherits the family papers‘and cer- 
tain pictures, while the Louvre receives 
the Joshua JRleynolds paintings as well as 
a bust of Carpeaux.

Mr. Purvis was cutting railroad ties in 
the mountain side when he saw a thin 
wreath of smoke issuing above the trees 
at somed istance up the mountain. “Think- 
ing,”’ as he expressed it, that “some hun- 
ter was a-smokin’ out a varmint,” he 
climbed up to investigate. As he drew 
nearer the smoke he found breathing diff- 
cult on account of gas which filled the, 
air. 

He persisted in his search, however, and 
came upon a clearing where the under- 
brush had been scorched and shriveled, 
and the trees warped and twisted and 
stripped of their branahes by the heat. 
In the center of the clearing was a large 
hole from which brown smoke issued in 
a cloud that rose to a height of 3 to #0 
feet. 

Beneath his feet the ground felt hot, as 
he heard recurring rumblings and dull 
crashes as of masses of rock falling in a 
cavern.

The ground was covered with rattle- 
snakes, for which the mountains of the 
district are noted, come to seek the com- 
fort of the warm earth. 

Mr. Purvis was amazed and somewhat 
frightened at what he saw, but he sur- 
veyed the entire neighborhood and discov- 
ered six other holes or crevices from which

He went back to the “volcano” the fol- 
lowing day with James Thompson, post- 
master at Hilda, and broke away the 
stones that chocked the throat of the larg- 
est of the “craters,”’ releasing a further 
volume of smoke. They were driven off re- 
peatedly by the nauseous fumes of escap- 
ing gas. 

Looking down into the crater they dis- 
covered that the sides of the rocky walls 
were blackened by the smoke. It was as

The “volcano” is in the neig ood of 
Bluebank, a fairly well-settled community, 
and ts six miles from Morehead, the county 
seat of Rowan County, ‘renowned as the 
scene of the terrible Martin- Tolliver-Logan 
feud.

It is even hinted by some of the old 
mountaineers that the belching smoke, fire 
and gas is only the escape of the devil- 
ment that old Rowan County has long kept 
bottled up.. 


‘“Yolcano” Not 


on Sugar Loaf. 

It hae been erroueously reported that 
the “volcano” was situcjted on Sugar 
Loaf mountain. This was due ‘to the fact 
that the whole neighborhood takes its 
name from that cone-shaped upheaval. 
Indeed, for many miles around. even so far 
as the north fork of the Licking river, 
the report is common that old Sugar Loaf 
has blown her head off and, that a great 
column of fire and smoke is issuing from 
the crater. The story becomes more and 
thore exaggerated the further it travels. 

As a matter of fact the smoking fissures 
Are on the side of one of the peaks of Big 
Mountain. Unlike Sugar Loaf Big Mountain 
is not a single rounded peak, but consists 
of two high peaks, connected with a sag- 
ging stretch a half mile long which caused 
it to be called by the early settlers and 
trappers Saddle Mountain. One of the 
peaks is slightly higher than the other and 
is called the pommel of the saddle, and it 
is near the top of this pommel that the 
seven vapor-breathing fissures have been 
found. 

The fissures are probably the result of 
the wear of water courses in heavy rains, 
which have eaten away the earth to bed 
rock, uncovering holes leading to sub- 
terranean passages and mines of coal and

Is in Coal Bed. 

Natural gas bubbles up fn the bed of the 
creek at Moreh seven «uiiles distant. 
While there is the odor of gas at the 
smoking fissures, it is impossible to ignite 
it. A match held at the opening is imme- 
diately extinguished by the blast of air 
that rushes forth, and a wisp of paper 
lighted and thrown into one of the “‘cra- 
ters” is thrown into thé air several feet. 
The theory that the smoke by day and the 
glare by night is caused by burning coal 
or lignite is borne out by many similar 
demonstrations discovered in various parts 
of the country in times.past. The most 
remarkable of these Seing the discovery 
of Andrew J. Stone the Arotic explorer, 
who found a burning cliff many miles long 
and several] feet high on the northernmost 
rim of the North American continent. Mr. 
Stone discovered the burning cliff while 
yet many hundred miles away from it on 
the eternal] ice of the Arctic circle. (it was 
apparemt by day by reason of the vast 


cloud of smoke that covered the heavens 


by day and the glare that turned the ice 
to crimson for hundreds of miles by night. 
The fhe was caused by the burning of an 
enormous bed of lignite, or undeveloped 
coal, which Mr. Stone estimated had been 
burning for centuries up among the deadly 
cold of the far North. 

The theory is advanced that the Ken- 
tucky “‘volcano’’ is simply the breaking out 
by natural causes of the smoke that has 
been long imprisoned in the bowels of the 
mountain from fires In coal or lignite 
which may also have been burning for 
centurtes.

Brockway, forger and manufacturer 0 


N B R () TI Monte Cristo millions, leaves New Jersey's 
S state prison on Jan. 26 that institution will 


'lose the most notorious of its 1200 inmates. 
| In appearance he somewhat resembles ‘both 
the late William H. Seward and William M. 
Evarts, both once at the hedd of the depart- 
ment of/state. Picture a tali, slender, be- | 
nevolent-looking man, 81 years old, with a 
strong, intellectual face and the modest, 
self-contained manner of Russell Sage, and 
you have Willlam E. Brockway, 

He is not only a remarkable man, but has 
given the secret service detectives of the 
Washington govefnment more sleepless 
nights than all the other counterfeit money 
manufacturers in the country. The secret 
of his so-called success has been his ability }, 
to make genuine bank notes and bonds 
seem counterfeit when compared with his 
marvelous work. 

It is said that when United States treas- 
ury notes and Brockway's counterfeits 
were handed to an expert for examination 
he threw out the genuine notes as counter- 
feit and pronounced Brockway’s money 
genuine. This is why the man was consid- 
ered great a menace to the finances of 
'the government. When arrested and tried 
in court he managed his case with consum- 
mate skill, and counsel for the govern-. 
ment called it ‘great luck” when he was 
convicted at all. And even when sentenced 
to “tate prison he so frequently found ways 
of legal escape that men began to talk of 
hypriotism and ask if Brockway had an 
assortment of charmed lives up his sleeve. 


Is a Connecticut Yankee. 


Of course this extraordinary man is a. 

Yankee—a Connecticut Yankee—born in 
New Haven itn 1822. While a lad he was 
|'apprenticed to a printer there and began 
as roller and press boy in printing bank 
notes for the state banks and banks of 
New Haven. The work was done in the 
presence of at jeast two directors, who 
watched and counted the sheets as they 
| went through the press. The plates and 
paper belonged to the banks and were re- 
' turned to the vaults and locked up when 
,the printing of the notes was finished. 

In this work young Brockway soon be- 
j}came expert—was skillful, artistic and orig- 
'inal. As the business grew a chemical 
' knowledge of how to make better tink and 
| paper became necessary, and the boy was 
put under the instruction of Prof. Ssili- 
man of Yale College laboratory, to master | 
the art of electro-chemistry. Young Brock- | 
way showed amazing ability and was early 
at the head of his profession. Such was 
the beginning of his money-making career, 
and being successful in manufacturing bank 
notes for others he in time began to do 
business on his own account. 

When I called on this man at the Trenton 
prison the other day I found him one of the 
most popular ad respected of the inmates. 
He was at his duties as prison librarian 
and his face shone with pleasing intellectu- 
al glow. The library contains an unusually 
fine collection of books. I did not see a 
poor book among them—all standard works 
of poets. historians, novelists and scientists, 
from Plutarch and Homer to Thackeray, 
George Eliot, Carlyle, Victor Hugo, Dar- 
win and Herbert Spencer. 

Brockway seemed to hold the well-worn 
books in great affection and ept them 
neatly bound, covered and he on the 
backs, and seemed familiar with the litera- 
ture and latest discoveries of science and 
archeology. 


Not an Engraver. 


“TIT don’t care to exploit myself or to de- 
fend my character in the newspapers,”’ said 
the aged prisoner, “but I do object to mis- 
leading the public with statements that are 
not true. In the first place, I am not an 
engraver, as has often been asserted. I 
never engraved a plate in my life and know 
nothing of the art in a practical or tech- 
nical sense. I am a printer. That is my 
profession.’’ ) 

The warden said he doubted if Brockway 
ever engraved a plate, for he was not an 
expert in that particular line of bank note 
manufacture. His great akill lay in know- 
ing how to print from the engraved plates 
of others better than almost anyone eise. 
I recalled a_statement that he had spent 
ten years on one plate and it was said to 
rival tha best government work. “It is 
not true,"’ was the reply. 

Here are Brockway’s own views on 
counterfelting: ‘There are no experts, 
though there are good judges of paper 
| money. I once had a fairly good eye for 
distinguishing different kinds of engraving. 
But in these modern days of machine work 
|; who cal tell the difference between, say, 
two lines of parallel ruling done by a ma- 
chine? 

“Men have sworn under oath that geo- 
metrical lathe work is equally difficult to 
dulicate, yet there are many eXperts who 
‘Can produce so perfect a copy that the 
maker of the original cannot distinguish 
the difference between the two. It is no 
|secret that by well-known chemical pro- 
cesses the most intricate specimens of 
lathe work can be absolutely reproduced, 


He Calls Bankers Foolish. 

“If the bank people and companies doing 
the engraving were not so hidebound and 
wedded to their methods and 
which they foolishly claim to be infallible. 
they might introduce new ways of manu- 
facturing paper money that cauld not be 
counterfeited."

WITH REAL MAR 


Iowa Man Angered by Aspersions 
Cast Against His Pair of 
Cuban Dogs. 


DES MOINBS, Io., Jan. 16.—A. W. Swen- 
der of Carroll has issued a challenge to 
E. M. McVey of Des Moines, to test the 
ability of. bloodhounds to track human be- 
ings across lots, which Mr. McVey quées- 
tioned in an argument filed in the Supreme 
Court in the McClurg-Benton damage case.

He is eager to demonstrate that he has 
dogs that know a track when they smeil 
it and he stakes his all upon converting 
those who are skeptical about bloodhounds 
being able to track persons. Mr. Swen- 
der’s challenge says: 

“I have in training and practice a pair of 
Cuban bloodhound pups not yet ten months 
old that I will use in the proposed demon- 
stration. At the earliest possible date you 
are to make a trail for these pups, starting 
from a building or any other place that you 
may select in the town of Carroll or vicin- 
ity, leaving a footprint or some article at 
starting point that I can identify as yours 
when 1 bring the hounds for a start. 

“You may start twenty-four hours in ad- 
vance of the hounds, travel on foot, in 
buggy. on horseback or bicycle. Choose 
your own course, through buildings or 
crowded streets, if you wish, and you will 
have your trail crossed by as many people 
or animals as you like. You may terminate 
the trail in a crowd or alone, as you prefer. 
If the former, as soon as the hounds have 
identified you, you are to step aside into 
the clear, remaining on the ground. If 
alone, you\are to remain on the ground and 
in the clear when the dogs come up to you. 

“You must not carry firearms, knife or 
other dangerous weapon, but may carry 
and use a club of your own selection. No 
other person shall be near you or to 
your assistance at any time. Before start- 
ing you are to execute a document wa'ving 
any claim for damages for personal injury 
that might accrue to you, your heirs or 
legal representatives. 

“IT am not a betting character, but will

He was inclined to treat 
the question that had been raised by the 
Roosevelt crowd over his delay in issuing 
the call for the Republican national con- 
yention as a scream from politicians who 
are more scared than hurt. 

At 5 o'clock this afternoon he issued the 
call. It does not differ from previous calls. 
The Senator said tonight: 

“Some of the things I read in the news- 
papers might have made me mad had I 
accepted them as being exactly what they 
appeared on their face, but I could read 
between the lines and I saw what they

“About the delay; so-called, in issuing 
the call for the convention. it was two 
months after the meeting of the commit- 
tee before Clarkson issued the call when 
he was chairman, and nobody had any- 
thing to say about any ‘motive’ he might 
have had in delaying. There was no reason 
for hurry in issuing the call. 

“The way the delay occurred was sim- 
ply this: I went from here to\New York 
and was sick there a week.

Delegate Block is the mem- 
ber whom Delegate Hammerstein, in his 
interview im the Post-Dispatch Friday, ac- 
cused of leadership in the plan to demand 
boodle for the) passage of the Terminal 
bill. 

The purchase of the options on the prop- 
erty was decided dn after property own- 
ers on Adams street, where it was pro- 
posed by the new Terminal bill to run a 
part of the new line, objected to that route 
as being detrimental to their property in- 
terésts. The objection was heard by Mr. 
Michael and by George W. Parker, head 
of the Terminal facilities committee of the 
World's Fair. Both men agreed that the 
objections of the property owners were 
well founded, and that they could force

ey apprehended, however, that if the

Leon Block says he secured the options, 
but says he cannot remember the prices 
he paid. He declares he did not speak to 
Delegate Block on the subject, for the 
simple reason that the opportunity to 
speak of it never arose. He said it was 
no secret, but niether was it important to 
talk about it. The money in each case 
was paid by Mr. Michael, and the options 
turned over to the Business Men's League. 

But the bill did not pass. It was of- 
ficially buried by the assembly Friday 
night. 

Secretary W. F. Saunders of the Busi- 
ness Men's League says the options are 
worthless now to the organizations he rep- 
resents.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 16.—Only congres- 
sional hair and whiskers will be cut, 
trimmed and shaved in the House barber 
shop after this. 
“The plain pee-pul,"’ who have been per- 
mitted to avail themselves of the services 
of the House barbers must have their shav- 
ing, hair cutting and beard trimming done 
downtown or do it themselves. The House 
leaders, Speaker Cannon, Representatives 
Payne, Dalzell, Grosvenor and Hepburn, 
are responsible for the new order of things. 
From time immemorial House employes 
have been allowed the privilege of the bar- 
ber shop until last session, when Col. 
“Pete’’ Hepburn came in to have a shave. 

“What does this mean?” cried the pep- 
pery colonel, when he saw all the chairs 
filled with employes trying to make them- 
selves presentable before the opening of 
the House. 

‘Tl won't have it. Why should I wait until 
a committee clerk, a doorkeeper or an over- 
grown page gets a shave?’ 

Of course, the barbers said nothing, and 


issued an order that from ll o'clock in the 


shop was for the exciusive use of members. 

Since Representative Payne shaved off 
his beard he, too, has been a patron of the 
barbers. Being unable to sleep the other 
morning Mr. Payne came to the capitol 
and wanted a shave. It was before ll 
o'clock in the morning and the barbers 
were scraping and snipping hair from em- 
ployes. Another conference was held with 
the result that an order was issued making 
the barber shop exclusively for the use of 
the members. 

The six barbers and two shop boys who 
are at work there are paid at the rate 
of $60 a month by the government and 
have 80 days sick relief, working just 10 
months a year. All the materials used, 
razors, scissors, soap, towels, etc., are 
bought and paid for by the government, 
incldding the white coats worn by the 
barbers. 

Being a barber is worth all the perqul- 
sites, too, at the beginning of a session, 
for the incoming representatives usually 
wait until their arrival here to divest 
themselves of enough hair to start a mat- 
tress factory. The representatives some- 
times even. inflict on the barbers rehearsals 
of their speeches. Speaker Cannon also 
wants to close the ousge restaurant to 
every one except members and thelr 
uests. If he does it is likely that the 
louse restaurant will close, for the mem- 
bers are not the most extravagant people 
who eat there. Instead, many are very 
fragile. The speaker and his leaders think 
it would be best to have admission to the 
restaurant by card, the same as to amuse- 
ment of sideshow.

Trestle Work on Big Four Structure 
Too Light for Heavy Stone and Ce- 
ment, Collapses After Warning. 


With a crash that resounded for a mile, 
a large section of the Big Four’s new 
bridge over Cahokia Creek fell yesterday. 
A preliminary cracking and splitting gave 
warning of the impending collapse and the 
workmen flied in time to save themselves. 

The accident occurred on the Big Four 
“cut-off,"’ which is officially know as 
the Chicago, Indianapolis & St. Louis Short 
Line, a short distance north of Edwards- 


ville. The contractors are, as far as pos- 
sible, constructing the bridges on the new 
short line from concrete and steel and the 
one over Cahokia was a three-arch con- 
crete structure, 

Two arches had been completed and the 
false work was in place for forming the 
third one and the wings which constitute 
the abutments. The trestle work seems to 
have been too light for the mass of stone 
and cement and when the arch was nearly 
ready to turn the framework gave way, 
precipitating the entire mass into the 
stream The wings also fell, making that 
portion of the work a total loss. 

The loss falls upon the contractors, and 
it will require several weeks to bring the 
structure back into the shape it had 
reached at the time of the accident.

lie had been unable to eat much, and 
as he still expressed a desire for cocoa- 
nuts, which we were unable to procure at 
Tarpon Bay, I determined to go on shore. 
In a small boat, with two men. I left the 
Roamer and went on shore, while Mate 
Phipps tacked back and forth Waiting for 
our return. 

While | was bargaining with the natives 
the wind ehifted Suddenly to the north- 
west, making it a lee shore and a very 
dangerous one. All of the islands in those 
waters are surrounded by coral reefs 
which will wreck any Ship-if she strikes 
upon them, 

“There's going to be a baby simoom,”’ 
the lelanders told me, and that of course 
increased my anxiety. In the twinkling of 
an eye the sea was kicked up in a nasty 
chop, and the Roamer was wrenched from 
stem to stern. She was laboring like a 
wounded thing in that sea. 

While I realized the danger of our posi- 
tion 1 was even more impressed with the 
terrible beauty of the scene as we pulled 
to the yacht. For hours black clouds had 
been banking up in the north and west, 
while the tand was blue-gray. Suddenly 
they were brushed aside. and the splendor 
of the sunset made them glow blood-red 
and magnificent. There was something 
theatric yet sublimely 
that scene. 

AS we reached the yacht the clouds came 
together again and the crash of thunder 
deafened us. The rush of the gale seemed 

lift the water from the seas and the 
‘Spindrift blinded us. 

We hurriedly decided to set my father 
and mother on shore despite the danger of 
taking them off the yacht. We knew that 
no anchors would hold her, that sail and 
screw, with only a six-horsepower engine 
behind them, were helpless, and that the 
Roamer must drift on a lee shore unless 
she was saved by a miracte. 


Jammed Fast, 


a Hopeless Wreck. 


It was a tremendously perilous and diff- 
cult task to transfer my father to the smali 
boat. He was so weak that he was help- 
less, and the yacht and the boat pitched 
and tossed wiidly Both were pitching 
about like things possessed of all-the dev- 
lla, and it required all our skill and strength 
to keep the boat from being crushed to 
pleces aga'nst the Roamer's sides as we 
lowered my father Into the boat. He was 
suepended in the air over the furious seas 
for moments that secmed-like ages, and it 
was only after he was seriously brulsed 
that we managed to land him in the sma!) 
boat. Hardly had he. been placed in it, 
faint’ng and heiplees. before the yacht 
Siruck a reef-—etruck with that awful, sick- 
ening shock that wrénches a*groan of an- 
gvuieh from a sbip as she feels herself torn 
asunder. 

We thought she must sink at once, but 
while our ereee | of nate were still in our 
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hard and fast on the reef, the. helpless 
plaything of the awful seas. 

The small boat had cast loose just as the 
yacht struck first and had managed to 
clear the Roamer. The wave that lifted 
the vessel carried them far toward the 
shore. The sailors rowed as far as they 
dared and then waded ashore with my 
mother and father itn their arms. 

We on the ship began jettisoning every- 
thing we could lay our hands on, hoping

float off. Our hopes were raised when the 
wind had come up. But the Roamer was 
hard and fast, a hopeiess wreck. 


Prey of Hideous 
Black Pirates. 


I went ashore to look after my father and 
mother and found the natives stealing from 
them everything they could find, rifling 
their pockets, even taking clothing from 
them, dancing and shrieking with glee over 
the riches the wreck had brought them. 
When they realized that the yacht was 
wrecked—a gray pall had hidden it from the 
shore—ther went wild with frightful joy. 

Manning three boats, under the leadership 
of a huge and hideous negro named Gaitor. 
they pulled to the yacht, swarmed over her 
decks and took possession of everything 
they could carry. They rummaged the vessel 
from stem to stern. Gaitor even tried to 
filch from Mate Phipps his revolver, our 
only weapon, and they nearly came to 
blows. 

Presently a shout told Phipps that the 
wreckers had G@iscovered the whisky In the 
The blacks drank it as thirsty men 
do water. When I returned to the Roamer 
they had consumed it all, together with 
a couple of bottles of alcohol. They even 
drank some of the gasoline used as fuel. 

The pirates robbed the yacht of every- 
thing they could carry away. They stole 
the provisions and the clothing we sent 
ashore for the use of my father and mother 
and the rest of us. The women were worse 
thieves than the men. Even the brass work 
was wrenched from the Roamer when there 
was nothing else Jeft to carry away. 

‘Our plight on shore was worse than on 
the vacht. The blacks were determined 
to rob us of everything we possessed. By 
paying $ a day in advance I was. able to 
rent a miserable hovel of shells and mud, 
where my father and mother could be 
sheltered. The rest of us slept out on 
the beach in our wet clothes that night. 

All the tyme we were on the cay—seven 
days—I had to pay $5 a day for that hovel. 
The Blacks made us pay from 50 cents to 
$1 a bucket for drinking water that 
supposed to be fresh, but which wags so 
brackish it was difficult to swallow it. 
They would not even sell us our own pro- 
visions which they had stolen. We were 
forced to exist on cocoanuts and other 
Solids called food by courtesy. 

It was a horrible experience, and things 
might have been even worse for us had 
not Mate Phipps clung to his revolver. 
That was the only thing the piratical na- 
tives feared.

Those seven horrible days. are burned 
upon my memory. Then a small freight 
schooner, the Estrella, which carries hay 
among the islands, touched at Rum Cay. 

The black captain demanded $50 to carry 
my father to Nassau, “although the reg- 
ular fare is onty $1.50. We were compelled 
to sleep on the deck of. the little craft all 
the way, and my father suffered terribly. 
As we sailed from the island we saw the 
Roamer pounding to pieces. Her masts 
had been carmed away and there was a 
great hole in her side. But we did not 
think much of her then, so glad were we 
to escape from that horrible place. 

Mv father’s condition was pitiable. He 
knew the end was near, but he was so weak 
he could not hold a pen to sign important 
papers. At Nassau, where we remained un- 
til Dec. 30, waiting for a steamer to take us 
to New York, I lodged a complaint against 
the pirates of Rum Cay with Colonial Sec- 
retary Churchill, who promised to take ac- 
tion against the robbers. They really are 
pirates. for they attacked the ship before 
ane was abandoned by. us. 

My father had the best of care in Nassau 
and on the Or'zaba, coming to New York, 
but the sufferings he had endured were 
too much for him. He sank into a state 
ef cSma and died on New Year's day. We 
lar.ded in New York the night before.

Thomas C. Campbell figured in one of the 
most extraordinary riots ever known in the 
history of this country. Whether rightly 
or wrongly, Mr. Campbell was held by 
many of the people of Cincinnati to be re- 
sponsible in part for the outrageous cor- 
ruption and demoralization of the jury 
system in Hamilton County, Ohio, which, 
in 1884, resulted in the burning of the 
County Court house, the wrecking of the 
jail, and three nights of mob terror. The 
entire militia force of the state of Ohio— 
17 regiments and several batteries of ar- 
tillery—were called out, and, as nearly as 
could be estimated, 45 persons were killed 
outright and 138 wounded, many of the lat- 
ter dying as the result of their injuries. 

Mr. Campbell's own life was in danger, 
and shortly afterward he left Cincinnatl, 
never to return there as a resident. Before 
he left he announced his intention never 
again to undertake the defense of a crimi- 
nal, 

The trouble followed the verdict of a jury 
in the case of William Rermer, 
man who, with a negro as an accomplice, 


a young | 


murdered his employer, W. H. Kirk. The 
motive of the crime was the money which 
the assassins knew Kirk would have on 
his person. 

Kirk had been very generous to Berner 
and the negro. They beat him to death 
with clubs on a Christmas eve when his 
wife and children were waiting to welcome 
him to a home festival. 


Jury Corruption 


a Common Thing. 

No one doubted that the crime 
liberate yplanned. In fact, both Berner 
and the negro fully confessed. Berner's 
father had considerable property, and he 
employed Thomas C. Campbell to defend 
his son. In the face of the confessions and 
of overwhelming evidence, the jury brought 
in a verdict oF manslaughter, the extreme 
penalty for which was imprisonment in 
the penitentiary for 20 years. 

The Berner verdict had been preceded by 
a number of others, equally indefensible, 
and popular feeling was strong. Murders 
had been common in the city all winter. 

Only a few weeks before two negroes, 
Ingalls and Johnson, had murdered a 
harmless colored man, his wife and a I15- 
year-old girl for the sole purpose of selling 
their bodies to a medical college. The 
horror of this deed had never before been

matched in the criminal annals of Ohio and 
people had not recovered from the shock 
of that crime when the Berner verdict was 
announced. 

There were, moreover, at that time 2 
murderers in the county jail and as many 
or more walking the streets of the city on 
bail, it was common talk that the corrup- 
tion of juries was a regular and systematic 
practice and that if certain criminal law- 
yers were employed no murderer need 
hang. 

The instant the Berner verdict was an- 
nounced, the audience in the courtroom 
became all but uncontrollable, Fierce and 
open threats were made against the jury- 
men. The sheriff saw the imperative ne- 
essity of getting Berner out of town at 

e. He was taken by an underground 


es 
assage from the courthouse to the jail, 


ustled into a closed carriage and driven 
to a suburban station on the Little Miami 
Railway. But, quick as had been his 
flight, news of it had spread all up the line 
of the raiway to Columbus and the feel- 
ing of indignation was not confined to 
Cincinnati. 

At Loveland the train bearing Berner 
was boarded by a mob of 300 bent on 
lynching him. One of the deputies was mis- 
taken for him, knocked down in the car 
aisle and sdvagely beaten. Berner escaped, 
took to the fields, was captured at Fos- 
ter's Corners, locked in an express car 
and safely tanmdéed in the Columbus peni- 
tentiary. 

Meantime public fury in Cincinnati turned 
against Mr. Campbell and the jury. Mr. 
Campbell remained in retirement and the 
jurymen took to their heels. Not one of 
them ever showed his head in Hamilton 
County again. 

But with every hour after the flight of 
Rerner the fury of the people increased. 
Cartoons were struck off and circulated. 
They represented the 12 jurymen hanging 
on a common scaffold. An anonymous cir- 
cular was put out calling for the organiza- 


tion of a vigilance committee of 300 in every 


ward in the city. Finally there came the 
step that led to the tragedy. 

A banner was stretched across ._ Fourth 
street announcing a mass meeting of cill- 
zens for the evening of March 2, to pro- 
test against the Berner verdict and the 
conditions which made such a verdict pos- 
sible. The call for this meeting was signed 
by men representing all that was best and 
most conservative in the city. The speeches 
that were made were not inflammatory. 
The resolutions denounced the Berner jury 
in the following terms: 

“Rescived, That the jurors who acquitted 
Berner of murder in the first degree are 
vufit to ive in a civilized community, and 
that they should all receive the scorn and 
contempt of their fellow citizens to such an 
extent that they will be glad to leave the 
county and seek homes elsewhere during 


the remainder of their unnatural] lives.” 
There were those who shook their heads 


when they heard of the mass meeting and 


who said: “That meeting will adjourn to 
the jail.”’ And that is precisely what hap- 
pened. As by a common impulse, without 
a leader and without direction of any sort, 
fully 5000 persons the moment the music 
hall meeting was at an end started in a 
bee line for the jail, in which 23 murderers 
were confined. 

There was not a shout or an outcry of 
any sort as the crowd moved on. Along 
the line of march there were constant ac- 
cessions to the crowd until it numbered 
probably 7000 people. It was not a mob 
yet. It was just q crowd marching in an 
orderly way through the streets. Its ad- 
vance had been so silent that the sheriff 
and 13 deputies, whom he had gathered 
about him, knew nothing of its coming 
until there came a terrific, jarring crash 
against the outside jail door. 

From that moment the crowd was a mob. 
It shouted, it shrieked curses at the mur- 
derers, it hurled rocks and fired pistol 
shots at the jail and at the adjoining 
courthouse. Meantime a heavy timber 
picked up near by was keeping up 4 
smashing on the jail door. For 45 mnutes 
the door: stood and then gave way with a 
crash. 

With yells and cheers the mob swarmed 
into the jail. Between them and access 
to the cells there was still a grated iron 
door. A tall negro here took command, 
The battering ram was again brought into 
play. For-half an hour the door stood 
the shock and then flew off its hinges. 
The sheriff and his deputies stood behind 
it with drawn revolvers, but did not fire a 
shot. The jail had been carriéd without 
bloodshed and without a blow at. aséall- 
ant or defender. ’ 


Rioters and the

Into the circular corridor on which the 
cells opened the mob rushed like wild 
beasts, shouting, “Drag out the murder- 
era! Batter their —— brains out!” Shiver- 
ing and cowering in the rear of his cell 
was the negro Johnson. The mob recog- 
nized him. The battering ram would not. 
work. There was not. space between the 
cell and the opposite wall to swing it. A 
detachment of police, called by telephone, 
came through the subterranean passage 
from the courthouse and swept the mob 
clear of the jail corridor and back of the 
smashed grated door, which was propped 
into position and held by heavy scantling. 
The jail was recaptured.

If all the build- 
ing on Olive street today from Grand ave- 
nue to Fourth street were stores, I could 
almost predict that every one would be oc- 
cupied. But St. Louis investors have an 
idea that they must have tenants before 
they build the stores. Consequently they 
remain vacant residences instead of pros- 
perous business houses. The business dis- 
trict must follow with the residence dis- 
trict.”’ 

The time is not in the remote future 
when Highteenth street will be one of the 
liveliest and most important crosstown 
streets in the business district. I consider 
the hill on DBighteenth street, between 
Pine and Locust streets, the most access- 
able for hotels from both the central busi- 
ness section and Union Station in the city. 
Heretofore, all hotela have been erected 
with a view of promoting and aiding a 
particular district regardless of the city 
growing beyond it, and in consequence 
there has been a depreciation of valus. 

“There will be a tremendous enhance- 
ment in property values in the business 
areas during the next 6 years. The pros- 
pects for central residence property hds 
never better than it is today. We will 
prove it by the census figures of 1890 and 
1900. In 1890 the district bounded by Spring 
avenue on the east, Page avenue on the 
north, the. city limits and Forest Park 
on the west and Manchester avenue on the 
south side, had a population of 14,286. 


Buy Now and 
Build Next Year. 


“In 19938 this same district had a popu- 
lation of 55,843. This district has a total 
frontage of 666,000 feet. The property now 
occupied and built on occuples 343,206 feet, 
leaving vacant 256,52. This embracees the 
best property in St. Louls, and if building 
continues in the same proportion up to 
1910 there will not be a foot of vacant 
ground in that district. When it is all oc- 
cupied can anyone estimate its front foot 
value?’ 

“Real estate is the only investment for 
the independent man today. In the real

“The value of property is governed to 
a ‘eat extent by building conditions. If 
bullding material and labor are high, im- 
provement generally comes to a standstill 
and hd gop is sola cheap. When building 
material and labor is reduced, property 
brings a much better price and is in great- 
er Gemand. In fact, that is fully illustrat- 
ed by the present conditions in the high 
prices of building materia] and labor. The 
demand for houses has never been greater 
and there is practically no building goin 
on. However, posse ought to andarstand 
that today is the time to buy property and 
next vear the time to build. 

“The after-effects of the World’s Fair,”’ 
concluded Mr. Wright, ‘‘will not be felt in 
real estate. 

“There has not been one dollar of specu- 
lation in St. Louis in building, consequently 
there will be no after effects in real estate, 
as in Chicago. On the contrary, the city 
will gain from 100,000 to 150,000 new resi- 
dents as a direct result of the Fair, in- 
creasing the demand for homes and realty 
of every description.

TO RIDE 
IN 39 2-5 
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Daring Chautfeur, ‘Who Lewered World’s Auto Record 
More Than 6 Seconds, Describes His Thrilling 


Race on 


DETROIT, Mich., Jan. 16.—"‘It is no more 
exciting to ride a mile in 39 25 seconds on 
the ice with ‘999’ than to do a little bit 


slower mile on a summer aay; but there 
aré some features about the ice ride that 
you don’t get otherwise.”’ 

So said Chauffeur Henry Ford, who re- 
duced the auto mile record Tuesday on an 
ice track by 6 3-5 seconds, when asked by 
a Post-Dispatch representative to describe 
his sensations. 

“For one thing, the intense cold is an un- 
pleasant thing; but that does not cut much 
ice. A man who could not stand a cold 
ride for 39 seconds would hardly be 4 
sport. Worse than the cold were the clouds 
of snow and cinders that were blown over 
the front of the machine, about in the 
same way that dust curls im the rear of 4 
rapidly moving train. Even worse than 
that, from the viewpoint of safety, is the 
impossibility of wearing goggles. The 
glass of the goggles becomes covered with 
vapor in a second or two after you get 
going, and you are completely blinded. So 
I had to ride without any shelter for my 
eyes, opening them only occasionally, and 
then just squinting to make sure I was 
keeping the machine on the track. | 

“Danger? Well, the machine swerved 
considerably, so much so that a couple of 
times tt seemed as if 999° was going to turn 
tail end in front. Had it done so it would 
have gone sliding sideways out into the 
lake. At each side of the course the snow 
was banked up about two feet high by 
the scrapers that went over the track. It 
is a question whether, going sideways, the 
machine could have surmounted the snow-

bank. If it had not there would have been 
an upset and Huff and I would have been 
sent flying at a rate that would have re- 
sulted in broken bones if not worse. 

“Before starting on the trial I went a 
mile at a very high speed, but found I 
could not keep my foot on the pedal that 
opens the throttle, owing to the jarring 
of the machine. So E. 8S. Huff, who had 
been on the ‘999’ in previous speed -trials, 
volunteered to ride outside the wind shield 
to hold the throttle open. He rode head 
down to keep out of the wind and along- 
side the motor. A trying position it was, 
too.. The course was a little under three 
miles, about 15 feet wide and level as a 
boulevardé. 3 

“T had about a mile‘and a quarter to 
cover before reaching the starting potnt, 
and little over a quarter of a mile of cin- 
dered track to slow down after reaching 
the finish, but I was under such headway 
that I slid half a mile in snow-covered ice 
bevond the track and had to curve out 
there to avoid a schoonér frozen in for the 
winter before the machine came to a stop. 

“Just as we were passing the finish post 
I drew off the spark advance and then 
reached down to turn off the switch that 
throws off the current. To show how the 
machine jarred, I can tell you that I had 
to make several jabs at it. And we ran 
fully 200 feet before I could get my hand 
on the switch. Then I applied the brakes, 
and we slid on and on. 

“As to the gearing for summer or track 
work, a machine is geared to give high 
power on turns, but in the winter the geaf 
is reversed in order to get the best results 
on a straightaway course.”’

Gov. Murphy of New Jersey informs the legislature that 
the merger business has fallen off 41 per cent. 
fees in 1903 were only $348,396.94, which is $244,890 less than

Since the merger business is the principal industry in the 
state, this is a serious shrinkage. 

The governor thinks it due to an inevitable reaction. All 
kinds of business have their ups and downs, and in 1903 the 
merger business of New Jersey was suffering one of the downs.

TREE CULTURE IN CANADA. 


From the Washington Post. 

_ E. Stewart of Ottawa, Canada, who is 
superintendent of forestry for the Dominion 
government, is at the Shoreham. He has 
come to attend a meeting of the National 
Forestry Association, which meets in this 
city. 

“My office.” said he, “is one of recent 
creation in my country. The older parts of 
Canada are beginning to realize the need of 
replenishing their timber, just as you have 
in the United States. The t's

Conse- 
quently it was held to be forfeit to the 
church; and the church, in return, said a 
certain number of masses for the repose 
of the victim’s soul. : 

Where death was caused by a chattel not 
ir. motion it came to be held that that part 
only which was the immediate cause of 
death was deodand. So that if a- man, 
climbing up the wheel of a cart, fell off 
and was killed, the wheel only was for- 
feted. . | 

It was even held, tn the case of a ladder 


particular rung which dealt the fatal blow 
was alone guilty; and that the one part 
of ‘a piece of machinery could be fined, and 
none other.

Reports from thousands of miles in every 
direction agree that the past week has 
witnessed a cold wave of unusual width | 
and intensity. Ships have been buffeted at 
sea, game is ‘‘winter-killed’”’ in the Adiron- 
dack and Pennsylvania woods, tempera- 
tures of % and 4 below sero have Been 
recorded in Maine and northern New York. 

A cold wave many years ago helped make 
Russia. Prof. Tyndall says that the heat 
shed by the sun upon the earth is always 
&@ constant quantity. Hence, if one place 
gets less than its share some other place 


[is getting more. PWarly ia the last sentury 


wostern Eurepe had a cold wave that last- 
ed over two years and burt the crops bad 
ly. During these yeurs Russia had fine 
eumy weather, and much grain was ex- 
ported from Odessa. The start that port 
thus got as a feeder of Europe it hag never 
lost. 

The same cold wave that hit western Bu- 
rope so hard gave this country the famous 
summers of 1816 and 1817. In 1816 the wheat 
crop was almost a total f@ilure. There was 
frost in every month in southern Vermont, 
then the granary of New York City. The 
following year was cold, but not quite so 
bad 

Every cold wave, upon the Tyndall] the- 
ory, means more warmth sooner or later 
somewhere; only the other fellow may get 
it. But observations of the thermometer 
for years do seem to prove that the aver- 
age heat of any one year is pretty much 
‘the same as another. Cold at one time is 
balanced by heat at another time. 


RAVAGES OF ALCOHOL IN NOR- 
MANDY. 


From the Medical News. 

The population of the five departments of 
Normandy is 150,000 less than it was 80 
years ago, and the decreage is attributed 
to the excessive use of alcohol. M. Debove, 
the dean of the Paris Faculty of Medicine, 
shows how alcohol operates in two direc- 
tions toward the diminution of the popula- 
tion—by raising the average of mortality 
and by weakening the vitality of the ma- 
jority that survive. There are places in 
Normandy where the consumption of bran- 
dy is more than a quart per day per head 
of the adult population. Alcoholism is said 
to have got a firm hold on a large part of 
the female population. In the “fairly tem- 
perate’’ canton of Tourove the average 
weekly consumption of. raw spirits is a lit- 
tle over three and a half quarts for each 
male adult and about'two quarts for grown- 
up women and young children, 


BREEDING IZ0NS IN CAPTIVITY. 


From the Straits Budget. 

For years back, within the classic pre- 
cincts of Phenix Park,’ the authorities of 
the Dublin Zoo have been breeding lions 
at a rate that has been touched by no other 
menagerie in the world. The climate of 
Ireland, which is so inimical to poisonous 
reptiles, seems to benefit the raging lion of 
the Nubian deserts to such a marveloua 
extent that he actually thrives better in the 
open air within smelling distance of the 
river Liffey than he is accustomed to dao tn 
his native Africa.

CHAPTER I. 

In Which Don Quixote First 
Hears of the Unchivalrous 
St. Louis Street Car Hog, 
and Rejoices in the Anticipa- 
tion of Some Fine Pig Stick- 
ing. 


OURNEYING west from Belleville, 
Don Quixote and his faithful squire 
were overtaken by night on the Col- 

linsville road. Casting about for where to 
lay their heads and stable their rouncies, 
they espied the lights at the hacienda of 
the rich man Juan Bratton, and presently 
discovered those ample barns which are 
back of the house. 

The little cavalcade was in a truly piti- 
able plight. The valorous knight of La

“Good sir, we are travelers aweary with 
the long day, and the longer road. I pray 
a night's shelter and a scoop of oats for 
my noble steed, Rosinante, and a6 much 
for the jackrabbit whose burden is my 
squire. Also would I pray a ham sand- 
wich for myself, the valorous and invinci- 
ble Don Quixote de la Mancha, and about 
five pounds of mixed food for Sancho Pan- 
ga, my giluttonous squire.”’ 

The muleteer was filled with wonder at 
what he beheld with his eyes and heard 
with his ears. He was accustomed to 
tramps who came begging for food, but it 
was as plain to be seen by his armor 
that the man who answered him was no 
tramp, as it was evident by his language 
that he was no person of uncouth and un- 
cultured mind. 

So he restrained his first thought to tin- 
can the little troop, and resolved to take 
them in, if for no better purpose than to 
be able to get a good look at them the 
next morning. He accordingly whirled on 
the hee! of his boot, and led the way back 
to the barn, and in the shelter of this place 
did Don Quixote and his squire make them- 
eélves and their beasts very much at home, 
Bancho observing that, barn though it was, 
it were better than some of the caravan- 
saries between Toledo and Alto Pass. 

Don Quixote ventured some inquiries con- 
cerning the feeding for carnivorous cnrea- 
tures on two legs, explaining that he had 
not a doit.with him and that it was cus- 
tomary for such valorous knights as him- 
self to be indulged on the fat of what- 
gsoever land they saw fit to traverse. This 
more than ever convinced the stable hands 
that their visitor's belfry was full of bats, 
but they were agreeable to humoring him 
to see what would come of it, and hustled 
a bey down to the store to buy an armful 
of crackers and cheese and ten tins of sar- 
dines. . 

Invigorated by this repast, Don Quixote 
did then relate to the curious company 
about him the story of his adventures and 
those of his squire, and explained the na- 
ture of the errand upon which they had 
gone. He was at his best, and such treas- 
ure of talk as poured forth from his tongue 
had never been known on the hacienda of 
the rich man, Juan Bratton, neither it nor 
any of the haciendas around it. Among 
other things of the valorous knight's say- 
Ang was the story of the Knights of the 


Round Table, which he told to them in 
these words: 

“In the reign of the good King Arthur 
such errands as that upon which I have 
come were not uncommon and excited no 
such curiosity as that with which I am 
greeted here. King Arthur established all 
his knights and gave them lands that were 
not rich in lands, and charged them never 
to do murder or outrage, and always to 
flee treason; also by no means to be cruel; 
but to give mercy unto him that asked 
mercy, upon pain of forfeiture of their wor- 
ship and lordship of King Arthur for ever- 
more; and always to do ladies, damosels 
and gefitlewomen succor, upon pain of 
death.

Don Quixote added that this was a true 
story, for he had committed it out of a 
book. This asurance instantly dissipated 
all incredulity whatsoever, and put his 
listeners in excellent mood for Don 
Quixote to unload into their ears the sto- 
ry of his life. He told of his great appe- 
tite for books of chivalry, of the love for 
knighthood with which they had fired 
him, of his final resolve to become a knight 
and restore to earth those chivalrous times 
now too long dead, and of his thousand 
and one gidventures from the day he set 
forth up to this night. 

According to his wont when his chival- 
rous nature. was aroused, Don Quixote 
panted for an immediate adventure great- 
er than any he had encountered. He leaped 
up, struggled into his armor, braced his 
shield, couched his lance, and, with splen- 
did courage and gallant bearing, posted 
himeelf in the middle of the barnyard and 
snorted deflance to every foe to the polite 
and chivalrous life.

Slinking away in 
affright, the stablemen sought to hit upon 
some means of quieting the wild man from 
La Mancha until morning, when he should 
depart. Finally, one of them stepped out 
and spoke to him in such fashion as this: 

“O, great knight of La Mancha, slayer of 
slayers and Jayer-on of layer-ons, why will 
you intimidate such timid folk as ourselves 
when you have only to go over to 8t. Louis 
and find the very thing you want to let 
yourself loose on? 

“O, Invincible man in sheet iron and bab- 
bit metal, why will you bellow in our 
barnyard like the bull of Bashan when it 
is not here that the red flag is waving, but 
across the Eads bridge? 

“O, incomparable knight aia scourge of 
the ungallant, why will you snort fire over 
our infiammable straw plles when the wom- 
en of St. Louis are hanging on straps and 
the men are secure in the seats?’’ 

Don Quixote paused as if to make sure 
that he heard aright. Then he blew off the 
cylinder head-of his high-wrought nature 
and fell limp and white, his prostrate lance 
pointing toward St. Louis and his lips just 
moving as he murmured:

this day he will delight to do.” 

Sancho got out the rivets and clinching 
hammer, and securely riveted upon his 
master the armor he always wore. Then 
he saddled the rouncies, and they. rode out 
to the main road with many expressions 
of their gratitude unto those that had 
given tham shelter. 

“Sancho, I see even now the smoke of 
the city,”” exclaimed Don Quixote as he 
headed his rouncy west. 

“Yes, 1 doubt mot there is a black sky 
where so much good manners g0es up in 
smoke,"’ rejoined Sancho, with that biting 
sarcasm affected by a Cincinnati brewer 
in speaking of St. Louis. 


The East St. Louis police looked askance 
at the little cavalcade as it came west on 
Collinsville avenue. It was not, really, such 
a little cavalcade as one might suppose, 
being four blocks long, for the reason that 
Sancho Panza always followed his liege 
as this safe distance, being fully alive to 
the advantages offered by this policy when 
Dgn Quixote eng in one of those. ad- 
ventures for which he had such appetite 
and in-which both he and his squire had 
so many times suffered sore wounds and 
bruises—the squire the less of them be- 
cause he made it a praetice to cut for the 
nearest tall timber the moment Don Quix- 
ote started anything.

adorable, perfect, incomparable embodiment 
of all feminine virtues and graces, rudely 
run over by a Dig fat leather merchant 
who makes his living by skinning dumb 
creatures 


Many times had Don Quixote been. en- 
raged, but never so mad as he was now. 
He swore oaths of such breadth and length 
they could not escape through the blow- 
hole of his helmet. He clapped spurs to 
Rozinante, pushed *on the reigns, braced 
his target, couched his lance and put into 
a Page avenue car with a courage so ter- 
rific and screams of such plercing tones 
that the women sank in affright In the aisle 
and the men cowéfred down in their seats. 


Sancho Panza had no stomach for such 
an adventure.

It was a 
golden moment, and with a rare zest did 
Don Quixote é¢mploy it. Commanding quiet, 
he roared: 

‘Stand up, you big bristling seat-takers! 
Woman crowders! Girl bumpers! Ignoble 
and contemptible hogs, porkers, pigs and 
any other synonyms you may find for your- 
selves in Webster's unabridged! Hear me, 
the invincible Don Quixote, knight of La 
Mancha! 

‘T have hunted for you almost 500 years. 
I have search for you in all climes and 
all countries. I havé listened o’nights for 
the sound of your grunts. I have hungered 
o’days for the flash of your bristles. I 


have ridden a lean horse and pulled around 


a block-headed and burdensome squire that 
I might be of the semblance of those good 
knights who did gallop through the cen- 
turies correcting their ladies’ wrongs. I 
have endured much, and I have despaired, 
but it is all bountifully rewarded now, 
when I may sit on my good Rozinante and 
see cowering before me a bunch of the most 
ill-manered and unchivalrous creatures in- 


to whose shameless midst it were ever the 
good fortune of knight to cast his avenging 
lance, 

“You win the prize for bad manners. 
There have been graceless men ere this, 
but for downright, deep-rooted ungallantry 
you men of St. Louis take the cake. By 
the strong arm of the Knight of the Flam- 
ing Sword, but you would have furnished 
fine sport for chivalrous gentlemen when 
«nighthood, as Mr. Charles Major says, 
was in flower. They would have hunted you 
down like rabbits.

“I have been principal of the O’Fallon 
Polytechnic Institution since 1881, and was 
assistant for some time previous to my 
taking the principalship. During all these 
years, | have watched the work very 
closely, and cannot tell you of the wonder- 
ful results we have obtained. Some of 
the most prominent business men of the 
city received nearly all their education 


from the evening schools. During the early

This prospective war, which appears now 
to be a great deal more than a prospect, 
will probably have a violently bullish effect 
upon the markets of the world should it 
hecome a certainty. Wheat will naturally 
be most affected, and though perhaps not 
sustained, there may be some rapid and 
great advances resulting from the sensa- 
tional news that certainly will circulate 
and the foreign buying of breadstuffs that 
may result. So far the latter has not come 
in. the alarm felt over the eastern situa- 
ton having excited more apprehension 
than actual business. Liverpool, in fact, 
appears to be as uneasy over the wet har- 
yest and strikes in the Argentine, which 
have held the new crop back in the interior, 
as over prospective war. 

7 . ° 

Continued drouth in the Southwest has 
given bullish sentiment a certain amount 
of confidence, and will continue to do so to 
a more or less extent while it prevails. The 
greater ‘portion of the winter wheat belt 
otherwise has received a fair fall of snow 
and should be benefited thereby. From the 
dry district come numerous complaints of 
the poor appearance of the plant, which ts 
natural enough, as the sop growth could 
hardly be up to its usual average with 
moisture lacking almost since seeding. It 
may be founds however. that the crop is 
bad above and good below the ground, and 
the right kind of growing weather in the 
spring may work wonders. It has done so 
in previous years of a dry fall and winter. 
At any rate it will take growing weather 
to reveal the crop’s actua condition. 


Otherwise the general conditions are 
generally bearish. This country, what 
with its maintenance of high prices 
through unreasoning speculation 
manipulation in the markets and the 
hold-vour-grain attitude of the grower 
in the country, has about &illed the 
goose that lays the golden egg by de- 
priving this country of the usual de- 
mands that call for the. products we 
raise. This has been especially notable 
in wheat. Such demands as we have 
ha@ for several months past have been 
confined mainly to the hard winter 
kind, the wheat that is the lowest priced 
n the country. Practically the export 
business has been confined to that de- 
scription, both in the raw and the man- 
ufactured article, and it has largely cut 
out spring wheat flours in domestic con- 
sumption. Northwestern mills are run- 
ning largely on the hard winters of the 
Southwest, either straight or mixed, and 
most of the soft winter mills have been 
turning out hard winter flours. It only 
goes to show that neither the domestic 
or the foreign consumer will stand for 
the high-priced soft winter and spring 
wheat that speculation, manipulation 
and the farmer have brought about. As

Jagk McKenna: Munroe will whip 
ee mark my words. He was raw ag 
an onion when he met Jeffries at Butte, but 
he has the youth, strength and courage to 
battle anybody. He weighs 210 pounds, 
which puts him almost on a par with Jeff- 
ries. Sharkey is old and I think worn out. 
I picked 22 out of 23 fights and I will make 
a guess this time that Sharkey gets ‘“‘his’’. 
when he ties up with Munroe. 

Cal Callahan: I saw the fight between 
Jeff and Munroe and the show was very 
bum. Munroe caught Jeff a wallop that 
sent the champion against the ropes, but 
that was all there was to his side. Jeff 
pounded the life out of him in the third 
and fourth rounds. Munrde is tough, 
strong and almost as big as the cham 
pion. He is hard to whip, but will have 

prove miles before he is anything won- 
derful. | 

James J. Jeffries: “I always have said 
that Munroe is a cheap fighter, though 
a tough young man. e is not a first- 
class scrapper. If he whips Sharkey of 
course he will. command attention, but 
even if he beats the sailor that will not 
make him a world-beater by any means. 

think Sharkey, bad as he is reported 
to have been in condition, will beat the 
miner easily.” 

And there you are. 

The facts seem to be that Munroe is 
strong, young, big, willing and cour- 
ageous. And those are the essentials 
that make good scrappers. Science can 
be poked into him in time, provided his 
matches dre carefully made and the 
fight is not beaten out of him.

Director of the National Laboratory of 
Psychology and Psychurgy. 


A live rat is placed in a hermetica'ly 
sealed glass tube held in the path of light 
rays about five octaves above the violet 
and before a sensitized wall coated with 
rhodopsin, the visible purple of the retina, 
the seeing substance of the eye, which 
light acts upon. This substance is extract- 
ed from the eyes of freshly s'aughtered 
animals. As Jong as the rat remains alive 
it casts a shadow. On killing the animal it 
it found, after a certain lapse of time, that 
it becomes suddenly transparent. 

At the same instant a shadow’ having 
precisely the same shape as the animal is 
seen to pass out through the glass tube 
and move upward on the sensitized wall. 

Two of my laboratory assistants claim 
to have distinct’y seen the shadow ifi the 
full course of its ascension. As soon as we 
can definitely prove this to other scien- 
tific men we will have demonstrated that 
some organism presumably not anatomic, 
perhaps etheric and capable of passing 
through glass, thus leaves the atomic body 
of an animal. 

Now, if in any way this escaping organ- 
ism could be caught and made to give evi- 
dence that it still possessed ’animal mind, 
then we would for the first time have an 
inductive laboratory proof of the con- 
tinuity of life after death. 
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come visible. They had discovered. that rays 
which were about five octaves above the violet— 


a form of wave energy somewhat akin to the 
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\rays—Were invisible until projected upon a 
wall coated with rhodopsin, the visual purple of 
ihe retina, the seeing substance of the eye. This’ 
rhodopsin had been extracted from the eyes of 
freshly slaughtered animals. They found ‘hat all 
living bodies were opaque to these rays, but:that 
same hodies became transparent when lie 
was extinet. ' 

This, in itself, was an interesting discovery. 

But the maryelous followed. 

In continuing the investigation along this line, 
1 live rat was placed in a hermetically sealed 
glass tube hell in the path of these rays. Of 
course the rat would die shortly, but that. was de- 
sired. The demonstration was merely intended 
to prove, additionally, the facts which the in- 
vestigators had already discovered. : 

At the moment of the rat’s death a weird thing 
happened. 

Its body, opaque before, became transparent. 

This established the fact of death. And it was 
expected.

The Shadow of a Soul! 

This is the claim set forth by Prof. Gates, 
skilled psychologist and pratical scientist.

from the body of a dead rat at the moment of 
death was, presumably, the Shadow of a Soul, 
and that, Soul was. passing upward into the life 
that follows what we eal] death. 

If thus the soul of one animal can be made vis- 
ible at the moment of its departure from the 
morta! body; so ean the sovl of another, be that 
other called man or beast. What, then, is the 
next step in the scientifie development of Prof.

all his other possessions, has consented to 
donate it to some American art gallery if 
proper arrangements can be made. ‘This 
great art treasure, the very existence at 
which has been almost forgotten, today 
hangs above the fireplace of a country phy- 
sician, who is called at all hours of the 
day and night to minister to the Suffering 
ruralites, and is dependent upon these 
small fees (hard to earn and harder tc 
collect) for his precarious living.

TORIS is to octupy «a 

unique social position in 

St. Louis during the period 

of the Loulsiana Purchase 

Fair. There is a pretty fit- 

ness in her return at this 

time to the city where her 

distinguished father found 

Julia Dent and where he 

first entered upon that career which is almost 
without parallel in American history. 

There is, perhaps, no other woman whom social 
St. Louis would more delight to honor during the 
Fair than Mrs. Sartoris, and that she should have 
come to make her home in St. Louis at this time 
is peculiarly gratifying to the community. 

Mrs. Sartoris has entered quietly into the dis- 
tinction of society leadership in St. Louis. 
resides at the Grand Avenue Hotel. Her social 
activities are not now, of course, what they will 
be when the Fair opens, but they are already 
sufficient to emphasize the eagerness of the com- 
munity to do her honor. The most elaborate din- 


ner of the winter has been given for her, and 


the prestige of her name and charm of her per- 


sonality will command many such tributes within 


the year. 
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The picture of Mrs. Sartoris upon the pre- 
ceding page is the latest she has had made, and 
it shows a certain charm of maturity not here- 
tofore seen in a picture of the woman whose gir!- 
hood as Néllie Grant was one of the most delight- 
ful social accompaniments to American politics. 
Her father’s name and her own charms made the 
name of Nellie Grant perhaps'better known and 
nearer to the American peopte than the name 
of any other girl has been in the whole period of 
American history. Her romance with the Eng- 
lishman whom she married against the will of her 
father, was in its day a social piece de resistance 
without parallel in the United States, so far as 
popular interest goes, for her father’s fame and 
the people's interest in his daughter combined 
to make all that pertained to Nellie Grant a mat- 
ter of the keenest and most widspread interest.
